as part of a patented design that show the
ornamental appearance of another article
either as applied ornamentation or form.

4. Ice cream cone or cup

5. Food products with enclosed openings

6. Food products scored for portion control

7. Food products with a visible concavity for food

8. Food products with a convoluted exterior

9. Pasta-type foods

10. Candy

11. Cracker- or cookie-type foods

12. Bread or cake type

13. Substantially circular in plan

14. Miscellaneous

(1) Note. Design patents in this class are classi-

fied by what is claimed and shown in full
lines only. Broken, hatched, or stippled
lines, which may be included in design

patent drawings, are considered as environ-
ment only.

Plural holder:

This subclass is indented under subclass 102.
Design that includes plural inedible supports.

Simulative:

This subclass is indented under subclass 102.
Design that includes an ornamental feature or
features that show the ornamental appearance
of another article either as applied ornamenta-
tion or overall form.

(1) Note. The search for food products that
simulate the appearance of another
object should also include the appropri-
ate Design Class and subclass(es) for the
actual object being simulated.

Holder, per se:

This subclass is indented under subclass 102.
Design for inedible support for food product
such as stick or handle for candy or frozen
desert.

SIMULATIVE:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for an edible food product that
includes an ornamental feature or features that
show the ornamental appearance of another
article either as applied ornamentation or over-
all form.

(1) Note. The search for food products that
simulate the appearance of another
object should also include the appropri-
ate Design Class and subclass(es) for the
actual object being simulated.

(2) Note. An example of a simulative food
product classified in this subclass is an
“animal cracker”.

Animate:

This subclass is indented under subclass 106.
Design wherein the simulative feature is an
animal or animal-type figure.

SEE OR SEARCH CLASS:

D21,  Games, Toys, and Sports Goods, sub-
classes 576 through 657 for toy ani-
mal figures.

Humanoid:

This subclass is indented under subclass 107.
Design wherein the simulative feature is a
human or humanoid-type animal figure.

Head or other appendage:

This subclass is indented under subclass 108.
Design that simulates a portion or portions of a
human or humanoid figure such as the head,
arm, or leg, or part or parts thereof.

SEE OR SEARCH CLASS:

D21,  Games, Toys, and Sports Goods, sub-
class 659 for toy head, mask, or fea-
ture.

Quadruped:

This subclass is indented under subclass 107.
Design wherein the animal simulated has 4
feet.

(1) Note. The entire animal does not have to
be shown.

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Marine life:

This subclass is indented under subclass 107.
Design wherein the simulative feature shows a
sea creature as fish or sea horse.

Heart shaped:

This subclass is indented under subclass 107.
Design wherein the simulative feature is
directed to the configuration or form of a heart.

Vehicle or component thereof:

This subclass is indented under subclass 106.
Design wherein the simulative feature is
directed to a means or conveyance for transpor-
tation such as a motor car, bicycle, boat, air-
plane, or the like.

SEE OR SEARCH CLASS:

D12,  Transportation, for vehicles.

D21,  Games, Toys, and Sports Goods, sub-
classes 424 and 425 for toy riding-
type vehicles and subclasses 533-560
for representations or toy vehicles.

Alpha or numeric:

This subclass is indented under subclass 106.
Design wherein the simulative feature shows a
number or letter of the alphabet.

D18, Printing and Office Machinery, sub-
classes 24 through 31 for type font.

Plant life:

This subclass is indented under subclass 106.
Design wherein the simulative feature shows a
living organism such as a tree, shrub, vine, or
part thereof such as a leaf, flower, or seed.

ICE CREAM CONE OR CUP:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for edible holder for an individual
portion of a frozen dairy confection or dessert.

Square or rectangular orifice:

This subclass is indented under subclass 117.
Design wherein the dessert placement area is
substantially square or rectangular.

Circular orifice:

This subclass is indented under subclass 116.
Design wherein the dessert placement area is
substantially round.

CLASSIFICATION DEFINITIONS

Provision for juxtaposed scoops:

This subclass is indented under subclass 116.
Design that provides for plural portions placed
beside one another.

WITH ENCLOSED OPENINGS:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for edible food forms that include
visible holes or pierced areas.

(1) Note. An example of a food product
classified in this subclass is a “pretzel”,
“doughnut”, etc.

SCORED FOR PORTION CONTROL.:
This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for an edible food form that
includes visible indentations or marks indicat-
ing or suggesting portion size.

WITH VISIBLE CONCAVITY FOR
FOOD:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for an edible food form that
shows a depression or depressions for holding
another edible product.

Scoop or dip type:

This subclass is indented under subclass 122.
Design that includes a “shovel-like” depression
with a finger area for lifting or picking up food.

With circular orifice:

This subclass is indented under subclass 122.
Design wherein the food holding area is sub-
stantially round such as a pizza or pie pastry.

CONVOLUTED EXTERIOR:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for an edible food product with
coiled, twisted, braided, or knotted configura-
tion.

PASTA:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for an edible food product formed
into various shapes for cooking such as maca-
roni, spaghetti, etc.

SEE OR SEARCH CLASS:

D25,  Building Units and Construction Ele-
ments, subclasses 119 through 135
for extruded shapes.
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CANDY:
This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for edible sweets.

(1) Note. Includes chewing gum.

CRACKER OR COOKIE:
This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for thin, dry, or sweet biscuit.

(1) Note. Includes cereal bar and cereal
piece.

BREAD OR CAKE TYPE:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for baked yeast, or raised flour
or meal food product.

(1)  Note. Includes cheesecake or pancake.

SUBSTANTIALLY CIRCULAR IN PLAN:
This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design for edible food form that is sub-
stantially round.

SEE OR SEARCH THIS CLASS, SUB-
CLASS:

124, for pasta.

128, for cookie.

MISCELLANEOUS:

This subclass is indented under the class defini-
tion. Design directed to edible food product
not elsewhere provided for.

(1) Note. Includes coffee, infusion, or tea
bag.

426, Food or Edible Material: Processes,
Compositions, and Products, sub-
classes 77 through 84 for tea bag.
